All  registration  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance. 

Private  lessons  in  music  must  be  paid)  for  each  quarter 
in  advance. 

Practice  pianos  are  rented  to  the  student  for  $1.00  a 
month. 

Matriculation  $5.00.  This  fee  is  paid  by  new  students 
only  -and  entitles  them  to  life  membership  in  the  school. 

Textbooks  are  issued  to  the  student  on  a  $3.00  deposit. 
When  the  textbooks  are  returned  in  good  condition  at  the  end 
of  the  year  a  $1.00  refund  is  made.  A  charge  will  be  made  for 
all  books  defaced  or  marred  in  any  way. 

Laboratory  fees  for  one  semester  are  as  follows:  Chem- 
istry, $.75;  Physics,  $.50;  Domestic  Science,  $1.00;  Sewing, 
$.50;  Millinery,  $1.00;  and  Manual  Training,  $1.00. 

Typewriters  are  rented  for  $.50  a  semester  (single  period 
each  day). 

Room  rent  and  board  is  payable  in  advance  monthly. 

Dormitory 

Every  effort  is  made  to  make  the  Dormitory  attractive 
and  homelike  and  to  emphasize  those  things  which  make  for 
well  rounded  womanhood. 

The  Dormitory  is  a  modern  and  fire-proof  building. 
The  rooms,  which  are  all  outside  ones,  are  steam  heated, 
electric  lighted,  and  are  equipped  with  hot  and  cold  water 
lavatories.  All  rooms  are  furnished  with  beds  or  sanitary 
cots,  two  chairs,  one  rocking  chair,  and  student's  table, 
dresser  and  rug.  Students  are  asked  to  furnish  bed  linen, 
spread,  an  additional  comfort,  towels,  curtains,  napkins  and 
such  articles  ais  they  wish  for  the  adornment  of  the  room. 

The  prices  of  the  corner  and  largest  rooms  are  $8.00  a 
month,  smaller  rooms  are  $6.00  a  month  and  those  on  third 
floor  are  $4.80  a  month.     It  is  the  general  rule  for  two  to 
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occupy  a  room,  thus  lessening  the  expense  item.  No  student 
is  permitted  to  occupy  a  room  alone  unless  she  pays  double 
rent,  and  this  privilege  cannot  be  granted  in  case  the  room  is 
needed  to  accommodate  an  additional  student. 

A  deposit  fee  of  two  dollars  is  required  on  the  assign- 
ment of  each  room  as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith,  and  will 
not  be  refunded  in  case  the  room  is  not  claimed.  "When  the 
the  room  is  surrendered  at  the  end  of  the  year,  this  deposit 
will  be  returned.  Rooms  are  not  to  be  surrendered,  after 
being  occupied,  unless  for  good  and  sufficient  reason. 

Table  board  is  $4.00  a  week,  the  rate  fixed  upon  by  the 
normal  schools  of  Nebraska.  No  allowance  is  made  for  meals 
missed   except  in  sickness   or  enforced  absence  from  school. 

Was<h  room  facilities  are  provided.    A  nominal  charge  of 

5  cents  an  hour  is  made  for  use  of  wash  rooms  and  electric 
iron. 

Rooms  must  be  claimed  the  day  before  school  opens  or 
they  will  not  be  held. 

Resident  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  room  at  the 
Dormitory. 

Rooms 

A  certified  rooming  list  is  kept,  and  students  will  be  per- 
mitted to  room  only  at  these  approved  places.  Students,  are 
requested  to  go  to  the  office  to  secure  assignment.  Every 
effort  will  be  made  to  secure  pleasant  and  satisfactory  ac- 
commodations for  all. 

The  following  regulations  govern  the  student  rooming 
outside  the  Dormitory : 

A  room  suitable  for  receiving  callers  must  be  accessible 
to  students. 

Reasonable  notice  of  intention  to  change  rooming  places 
must  be  given  to  the  hostess  and  also  to  the  office. 

Rooms  should  not  be  rented  to  men  and  women  in  the 
same  house. 
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Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings 
are  study  nights.  Students  should  not  allow  callers  or  social 
functions  to  interfere   with   their  studies   on   these   evenings. 

All  students  should  be  in  their  respective  rooming  places 
at  10  p.  m.,  and  callers  should  not  stay  later  (than  that  hour. 
Normal  functions  'are  justifiable  exceptions  to  this  rule.  If 
a  student  wishes  to  be  out  later  than  10  p.  m.,  she  may 
do  so  with  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 

All  social  functions  attended  by  women  students  must 
be  properly  chaperoned. 

The  hostess  should  be  notified  if  a  student  expects  to  be 
away  from  the  house  later  than  10  p.  m.  Absence  from  town 
should  be  reported  to  the  hostess  after  the  approval  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  has  been  obtained,  and  address  left. 

The  Advanced  Courses 

(Graduation  equivalent  to  two  years  above  a  twelfth  grade 
high  school  course.) 

The  candidate  for  admission  to  the  Junior  year  of  any 
college  group  of  studies  must  present  thirty  credit  points 
representing  four  years'  hig'h  school  work.  This  requirement 
for  entering  studies  of  collegiate  rank  is  the  same  as  the  re- 
quirements for  admission  to  the  Freshman  year  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nebraska  in  the  College  of  Science,  Literature  and 
Arts.

SPECIAL  REQUIREMENTS 

All  candidates  for  graduation  from  any  of  the  advanced 
courses  in  the  selection  of  electives,  shall  be  required  to  take 
at  least  five  hours  in  English  and  ten  hours  in  each  of  two 
other  subjects.  They  will  also  be  required  to  take  the  fol- 
lowing drill  subjects :  Public  school  music,  2  hours ;  physical 
•training,  2  hours;  drawing,  2  hours.  They  must  also  have  all 
the  grades  required  for  a  first  grade  certificate. 

Department  of  Education 

Mr.  Stockdale 

I.  HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION:  A  short  course  show- 
ing the  growth  of  educational  aims  and  processes.  A  critical 
study  of  the  work  of  reformers  who  Grave  influenced  the 
trend  of  education  and  present  day  tendencies.  Two  and 
oiae-half  hours  credit,  one  semester;  half  time,  summer  term. 

II.  PHYSCHOLOGY:  The  regular  textbook  work  will 
he  supplemented  by  observationisi,  experiments,  reference  read- 
ings, reports  and  illustrations  drawn  from  .school  work  and 
life  at  large.  The  educational  bearings  of  the  work  are  kept  in 
mind  throughout.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit. 
First  semester.    Summer  term. 

in.  EDUCATIONAL  PSYCHOLOGY  AND  MEASURE- 
MENTS :  An  elective  course  which  considers  the  psychology 
©f  the  common  branches,  such  as  penmanship,  spelling,  read- 
ing,  mathematics,  language,   etc.     It  includes  practical  work 
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ill  measurement  of  educational  achievements.  Scales  are 
studied  and  applied.  Students  are  given  practice  in  tine  use 
of  the  tests  in  the  classes  of  the  training  school.  Second 
semester  and  summer  school.     Two  and  one-half  hours  credit. 

IV.  CHILD  STUDY :  The  work  consists  of  recitations, 
lectures,  reports  by  students  on  references  and  individual 
observations  they  'have  made.  One  aim  is  to  acquaint  stud- 
ents with  the  most  important  established  facts  and  principles 
of  mental  and  physical  growth;  to  enable  them  to  recognize 
types  and  individual  differences  among  children;  to  tea'ch 
them  to  notice,  interpret,  and  deal  intelligently  with  defects; 
and  above  all,  to  cultivate  in  them  an  intelligent  sympatb> 
with  children.  Emipliasis  is  laid  upon  those  phases  of  the 
subject  which  are  most  closely  concerned  with  actual  school- 
room work.  Two  and  one-half  hours  credits.  One  semester. 
Half  time.    Summer  term. 

V.  THEORY  OF  EDUCATION:  An  examination  of 
pedagogical  principles  and  their  application  in  instruction 
Lectures  and  reference  readings.  Five  hours  credit.  First 
and  second  semesters.     Senior  year. 

VI.  SCHOOL  SUPERVISION:  A  practical  study  in 
organization  and  management,  including  course  of  study, 
classification  of  pupils,  work  with  the  school  officers  and  the 
teacher's  relation  to  the  pupils  and  the  patrons  of  the  school. 
Two  hours  attendance.    Second  semester.     Summer  term. 

VII.  OBSERVATION   AND    CONFERENCE   COURSE: 

Teacher's  training  course.  The  course  prepares  for  practice 
teaching  and  involves  the  observation  and  critical  study  of 
the  teaching  (process  as  exemplified  in  model  school,  with 
conferences  with  the  directing  teacher.  Five  periods  a  week 
in  observation;  two  periods  a  week  in  conferences1.  Five 
hours  credit.    First  semester. 

VIII.  OBSERVATION  AND  CONFERENCE  COURSE: 
Continuation  of  course  VII.    Second  semester. 

IX.  PRACTICE :  Teaching  under  sympathetic  helpful 
guidance.  Each  student  has  entire  charge  of  two  classes  in 
the  Training  School  for  a  period  daily.  Subject,  grade  and 
department  may  be  changed  at  stated  intervals   under  the  ad- 
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vise  of  the  departnienlt.  Frequent  individual  and  group  confer- 
ences with  the  directing  teachers.  Daily  recitations.  Five  hours 
credit.    First  semester. 

X.  PRACTICE^  Continuation  of  Course  IX.  Second 
semester. 

XI.  ELEMENTARY  THEORY:  This  course  is  for 
students  working  for  the  Elementary  State  Certificate,  and 
for  those  who  are  preparing  to  take  the  examination  for  a 
first  or  second  grade  county,  or  state  certificate.  A  regular 
text  is  followed  together  with  reference  readings.  Five  hours 
attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second  semester.  (Also  ar- 
ranged for  summer  term.) 

XII.  SCHOOL  HYGIENE :  A  regular  text  is  used,  but 
the  course  is  largely  one  of  assigned  readings,  references  and 
reports,  with  an  occasional  lecture,  the  following  being  among 
the  chief  topics : 

1.  Mental  hygiene,  including  the  physical  basis  of 
fatigue  tests  and  signs  of  fatigue,  proper  'alterations  of 
work  and  rest,  home  study,  sleep  and  nervousness. 

2.  The  hygiene  of  the  learning  process  in  reading, 
spelling,  writing,  drawing  and  other  subjects. 

3.  Health  inspection  and  children's  defects. 

4.  The  health  of  the  teacher. 

5.  The  care  of  the  school  building  and  other  school 
property.  Five  hours  attendance.  Two  and  one-half  hours 
credit.    Fourth  quarter.     Summer  school. 

XIII.  RURAL  SOCIOLOGY:  This  course  will  consti- 
tute an  inquiry  into  the  status  of  social  life  in  rural  Communi- 
ties, and  the  various  institutions  through  Which  this  life  finds 
expression.  The  social  center  idea  will  be  studied  with  the 
view  of  making  the  school  the  leader  or  at  least  the  source 
of  inspiration.     Second  semester.    Five  hours  credit. 

XIY.  SOCIAL  PSYCHOLOGY:  A  study  of  groups  and 
institutions  and  the  forms  of  consciousness  within  them;  the 
social   aspects  of    instincts,    feeling    and    cognition,    custom, 
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public  opinion,  imitation,  and  suggestion;  theories  of  leader- 
ship. Constant  applications  to  education  made.  Open  to 
seniors  and  graduate  students.  Second  semester.  Summer 
term.

GRAMMAR :  A  thorough  course  in  the  fundamentals  of 
sentence  structure,  designed  especially  for  students  preparing 
to  take  the  county  examinations,  and  those  entering  from 
rural  schools.  Five  hours  credit.  First  and  second  semester. 
Summer  school. 

BUSINESS  ENGLISH :  Practice  in  business  correspond- 
ence, routine  letters,  claims  and  adjustments,  collection  letters, 
sales  letters,  reports,  and  the  filing  of  letters.  Study  of  #he 
paragraph,  review  of  sentence  structure,  and  daily  drills  in 
the  spelling  of  business  terma  Supplementary  reading  in 
commercial  and  vocational  lines.  English  III  a  prerequisite. 
Five  hours  credit.    Second  semester. 

ENGLISH  I:  Study  of  narrative  poems,  short  stories, 
and  pictures.  Composition  work  based  in  part,  upon  this 
study.  Daily  drills  in  spelling  of  terms  in  vocabulary  of  high 
school  students.  Supplementary  reading  list  from  which  to 
report  at  least  three  books.  "Treasure  Island"  read  with 
the  purpose  of  learning  how  ito  make  a  live  report.  Five  hours 
credit.    First  semester. 

ENGLISH  II:  The  writing  of  expositions  and  practice 
in  oral  work,  including  informal  debates.  Reading  and  study 
of  "Ivanhoe,"  "Tale  of  Two  Cities,"  and  "Merchant  of 
Venice,"  with  special  attention  to  setting,  plot  and  character 
study.  Supplementary  reading  of  idealistic  fiction,  essays 
and  other  expository  literature  of  interest  to  high  school 
students,  plays,  patriotic  verse  and  prose.  Five  hours  credit. 
Second  semester. 

ENGLISH  III:  Letter- Writing  and  Themes:  Study  of 
the  make-up   of  business  and  social  letters   and   invitations, 
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forms  used  for  remittance  and  telegrams,  postal  information, 
standards  of  business  usage.  Study  of  the  sentence,  style  of 
writing,  and  practice  in  the  writing  of  the  more  familiar 
types  of  business  and  social  correspondence.  Theme-writing 
on  business,  vocational  and  other  subjects  of  vital  interest  to 
high  school  students.  Supplementary  reading  on  these  lines. 
Practical  business  transaction®.  First  semester.  Summer 
school.    Five  hours  credit. 

ENGLISH  IV :  American  Literature  :  General  reading 
course  of  the  literature  of  our  country  suitable  for  high  school 
students,  with  special  emphasis  upon  ideals  for  Americaniza- 
tion. Beginning  with  Irving,  the  course  includes  significant 
poems,  essays,  short  stories  and  patriotic  addresses,  including 
in  both  class  work  and  supplementary  reading  recent  liter- 
ature of  the  world  war.  Designed  both  for  high  school  stud- 
ents and  training  class  in  the  rural  school  courses.  Five  hours 
credit.  First  semester  and  summer  school.  Second  semester, 
if  requested  by  students  in  the  training  class. 

ENGLISH  V:  Short  poems  of  Burns,  Milton,  Tennyson, 
and  Browning,  "Macbeth"  and  ''Hamlet."  Supplementary 
readings.  Study  of  the  theatre  and  acting  in  Shakespeare's 
time.  Designed  especially  to  further  the  completion  of  re- 
quirements of  college  entrance,  and  should  be  taken  by  all 
students,  who  anticipate  doing  advanced  study  in  any  line. 
Second  semester.  Five  hours  credit.  Summer  school  alter- 
nate years. 

ENGLISH  VI :  Junior  English  :  Required  of  all  stud- 
ents for  graduation.  Intensive  study  of  the  established  us- 
ages in  the  English  language,  and  practical  work  in  students-' 
conforming  to  these,  both  in  speech  and  writing.  Study  of 
the  grammatical  requirements  for  an  English  sentence,  and 
some  practice  in  diagraming.  Social  and  business  correspond- 
ence. Theme-writing.  Supplementary  readings  to  give  a 
broader  view  of  the  sources  of  material  for  the  study  of  lang- 
uage, and  to  develop  the  power  of  expression.  The  use  of  tie 
"Readers'  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature."  Five  hours  credit. 
First  and  second  semester.    Summer  school. 

VII.  ENGLISH  LITERATURE:  Study  of  typical  and 
important  literature  previous  to  the  ninteenth  century.     Five 
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hours  attendance.     Five  hours  credit.     First  semester.     Sum- 
mer school,  alternate  year. 

VIII.  ENGLISH  LITERATURE:  A  study  of  the  best 
literature  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries.  Five 
'hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second  semester.  Sum- 
mer schools  alternate  years. 

IX.  AMERICAN  LITERATURE :  A  general  survey  and 
an  intensive  study  of  some  of  the  best  prose  and  poetry.  Five 
hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First  semester.  Summer 
school. 

X.  SENIOR  RHETORIC :  A  study  of  rhetorical  prin- 
ciples in  sentence  structure  and  in  theme  writing.  The  mak- 
ing of  briefs  for  debate.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours 
credit.    Second  semester. 

XI.  CHILDREN'S  LITERATURE:  Study  of  the  best 
materials  for  story-telling,  including  the  treasures  of  folklore, 
the  classics,  ethics  and  history.  Frequent  practice  in  the  tell- 
ing of  stories  to  children.    First  semester.     Summer  school. 

XII.  ADVANCED  SHAKESPEARE :" Othello,"  "Borneo 
and  Juliet,"  "Julius  Caesar,"  "Twelfth  Night,"  "As  You 
Like  It,"  "Midsummer  Night's  Dream."  Five  hours  attend- 
ance.   Five  hours  credit.     Second  semester. 

XIII.  JUVENILE  LITERATURE :  A  study  of  the  best 
literature  for  rural  and  graded  schools.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance.    Five  hours  credit.    Second  semester.     Summer  school. 

XIV.  MODERN  DRAMA:  The  dramatic  literature  of 
recent  times  as  illustrated  in  the  work  of  European  and 
American  playwrights.  Library  readings.  Five  hours  credit. 
First  semester.    Summer  school. 

XV.  THE  SHORT  STORY :  Study  of  the  structure  and 
development  of  the  sthort-story.  Practice  in  selection  of  orig- 
inal materials  and  developing  the  themes.  English  X  required 
as  a  pre-requisite.  Five  hours  credit.  Second  semester.  Sum- 
mer school. 

XVI.  ARGUMENTATION:  Study  of  the  principles  of 
argumentation,  the  making  of  a  brief,  and  practice  in  debat- 
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ing.  Three  hours  attendance.  Three  hours  credit.  Additional 
credit  given  for  making  the  Normal  debating  team,  and  par- 
ticipating in  a  triangle  debate  with  other  sdhoolis  of  equal 
rank.    First  semester.     Summer  school.

EUROPEAN  HISTORY:  A  survey  of  European 
history  from  tone  time  of  Charlemagne  to  the  present.  Five 
hours  credit.

CURRENT  HISTORY:  A  study  of  great  pubMo 
questions  of  current  interest.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit.

This  department  is  equipped  with  the  very  best  of  every- 
thing. In  the  shop  are  six  machines,  each  with  its  own 
motor.  The  bench  floor  is  roomy  and  well  lighted.  Each 
bench  htas  its  individual  equipnenit  of  hand  tools  and  there 
is  ta  well  arranged  tool  room  with  a  full  assortment  of  all  the 
common  and  special  hand  tools,  many  of  them  in  duplicate. 
The  £hop  is  directly  connected  with  this  tool  room,  a  fully 
equipped  recitation  room,  finishing  room,  lumber  room  and 
ample  erecting  floor.  A  drafting  room  with  our  own  made 
tables  is  on  another  floor. 
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The  efforts  of  the  department  are  to  develop  the  efficiency 
of  the  students.  The  shop  production,  largely  optional  with 
the  students,  has  been  extensive  in  quantity  and  variety  and 
has  served  to  maintain  intense  interest  among  the  classes.  All 
the  department 's  courses  are  open  as  electives  and  when  taken 
as  a  group  provide  a  comprehensive  and  profitable  course  to 
one  wishing  to  follow  the  snop  professionally. 

A  small  portion  of  the  student's  'time  is  reserved  to  make 
articles  to  be  used  in  the  Normal.  Aside  from  this,  each  one 
makes  about  what  he  wishes  and  upon  payment  for  the  ma- 
terials used  may  take  his  work  away  with  him. 

Following  is  the  Advanced  Course  supplemented  with 
manual  training  work  and  intended  to  prepare  teachers  for 
the  shop.  Pre-requisites  and  special  requirements  prescribed 
for  the  Advanced  Course  are  imperative.  At  least  half  of  the 
practice  teaching  must  be  done  in  the  Manual  Training  De- 
partment.

Preparation  and  serving  of  meals  at  a  stated  cost 
per  plate. 

Demonstrations :  Each  student  is  given  practice  in  pre- 
senting the  demonstration  lecture.  Three  hours  lecture  and 
recitation.

COOKERY  IV-  Nutrition  and  dietetics.  Fundemental 
principles  of  human  nutrition  with  study  of  the  functions 
and  nutritive  values  of  foods.  Preparation  of  dietaries  as 
adapted  to  infant,  adolescent,  adult  life,  and  old  age  in  both 
sickness  and  health.  Three  hours  lecture  and  recitation.  Four 
hours  laboratory.    Five  hours  credit. 

Household  Management :  Study  of  the  development  and 
organization  of  the  home.  Detailed  study  of  individual 
rooms,  their  equipment  and  care.  Thorough  study  of  cleaning 
and  of  cleaning  agents.  Comparative  study  of  tools  and  uten- 
sils for  cleaning,  based  on  utility,  care  and  cost.  Household 
Hygiene.    Five  hours  attendance.    Five  hours  credit. 

SEWING  AND  TEXTILES  I 

Textile  Study  of  vegetable  fibers— cotton  and  linen.  Hand- 
sewing,  including  simple  and  fancy  stitches,  and  their  ap- 
plication. Use  and  care  of  sewing-machine.  Garment-making, 
using  commercial  patterns.  Comparison  of  home-made  and 
factory  made  garments.  Care  and  repair  of  clothing.  One 
hour  lecture  and  recitation.  Four  hours  laboratory.  Two 
and  one-half  hours  credits. 
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SEWING  AND  TEXTILES  II 

Textile  study  of  animal  fibera— wool  and  silk.  Costume 
designing.  Drafting  patterns.  Making  of  silk  waist,  wool 
skirt  and  dress.  Conservation  of  textiles  and  making  over 
of  garments.  One  hour  lecture  and  recitation.  Pour  hours 
laboratory.     Two  and  one-half  hours  credit. 

MILLINERY 

Study  of  the  principles  of  design  and  color  as  applied  to 
hat  and  silhouette.  Drafting  of  different  types  of  hats.  Mak- 
ing of  two  simple  hats.

Making  of  hat  trimmings — as  bows,  flowers,  bands,  buckles, 
etc.    Four  hours  attendance.

HOUSEHOLD   ARTS 

(For  Rural  School  Course.)  This  course  has  been  or- 
ganized primarily  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art  to 
those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  in  the  rural  schols,  and 
to  show  how  this  work  may  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the 
one  room  rural  school.    The  course  is  divided  into  three  parts. 

A.  ELEMENTARY  WORK  IN  FOODS  AND  COOK- 
ERY. This  study  aims  to  give  a  training  in  manipulation 
and  a  good  knowledge  of  common  foods  and  the  principles 
of  plain  cooking. 

B.  SEWING.  Plain  and  some  fancy  sewing  with 
(practical  application  dn  making  of  articles  Which  can  be 
made  by  children  in  the  different  grades  of  the  rural  school. 

C.  PLANNING    SUITABLE  COURSES    OF  LESSONS. 

Suggestions  for  simple  equipment  for  serving  of  hot  lunches 
in  rural  sichools.  Demonstration  with  pupils  of  the  model 
school  and  the  making  of  lesson  plans.  Three  hours  lecture 
and  recitation.     Four  hours  laboratory.

1.  GENERAL  AGRICULTURE.  This  is  a  general  course 
for  rural  and  grade  teachers,  and  those  preparing  for  state 
examination.  Three  recitations,  four  periods1,  laboratory,  five 
credits.    Each  semester. 

2.  FARM  CROPS.  The  study  of  the  principle  cereal 
crops,  their  adaptation,  preparation  of  the  seedbed,  seeding, 
cultivation,  harvesting,  identification,  scoring  and  judging  of 
grains.  A  study  is  made  of  potato  production  witn  refer- 
ence to  western  Nebraska  conditions;  soil  preparation,  plant- 
ing, cultivation,  harvesting,  grading,  storing,  seed  selection, 
potato  diseases  and  methods  of  control.  Three  recitations, 
four  periods  laboratory,  five  credits.     First  semester. 

3.  SOIL  PHYSIOS.  A  study  of  the  origin,  formation 
and  classification  of  soils,  soil  water,  control  of  soil  water, 
soil  temperature,  aeration  in  soils,  tillage  and  its  effects  on 
structure  and  the  foregoing  factors;  the  physical  properties 
of  soils  in  relation  to  plant  growth.  Prerequisites  Physics 
I  and  II,  Chemistry  I.  Three  recitations,  four  periods  labor- 
atory, five  credits.     Second  semester. 

4.  ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY.  The  study  of  types  and 
market  classes  of  cattle,  sheep,  hogs  and  horses ;  use  of  the 
score  card,  and  judging.  Two  recitations  and  laboratory,  five 
credits.    First  semester. 

5.  DAIRYING.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  the 
composition  and  secretion  of  milk,  the  principles  of  cream 
separation,  care  of  separator,  the  care  of  milk  and  cream, 
dairy,  sanitation,  testing  milk  and  cream,  by  the  Bab  cock  test, 
principles  of  buttermaking ;  the  feeding  and  care  of  dairy  cat- 
tle. Three  recitations,  four  periods  laboratory,  two  and  one- 
half  credits.    Second  semester,  first  (half. 

6.  POULTRY.  A  brief  course  in  poultry  management; 
housing,  yarding,  feeding,  marketing,  incubation  and  brood- 
ing.    Culling   the  flock,  selection   of  laying  hen,    winter    egg 
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production,  improvement  of  poultry  products.  Four  recita- 
tions, two  periods  laboratory,  two  and  one-half  credits.  Sec- 
ond semester,  second  half. 

7.  VEGETABLE  GARDENING.  Methods  for  ,the  pro- 
pagation, preparation  of  the  soil,  planting,  cultivation,  har- 
vesting and  storage  of  vegetables  of  the  home  garden,  the 
preparation  and  care  of  hot  beds;  school  gardens.  Five  reci- 
tations and  laboratory,  two  and  one-half  credits.  Second 
semester,  second  half. 

8.  FARM  MANAGEMENT.  The  farm  as  a  business, 
types  of  farming,  adaptability  to  location,  size  of  farm,  farm 
layout,  farm  enterprises,  capital,  labor  and  other  factors 
related  to  the  profits  of  the  farm. 

This  course  should  be  preceded  by  courses  in  Farm  Crops, 
Soils,  and  Animal  Husbandry.  Five  recitations,  five  credits. 
First  semester. 

FARM  ACCOUNTING.  An  elementary  course  in  farm 
accounting.  Farm  inventories,  stock  and  crop  accounts.,  cost 
accounts,  and  farm  records.  The  direct  application  of  good 
systems  of  simple  records  and  of  the  fundamental  principles 
of  accounting  to  t(he  business  of  the  farm.  Five  recitations 
and  laboratory,  five  credits.     Second  semester.

Rural  Training  Courses 

Mr.  Bright 

Beginning  September  1919,  there  will  be  a  rural  training 
school  on  the  Normal  grounds. 

An  expert  training  teacher  will  be  in  charge  of  this 
school.  The  work  will  be  given  in  accordance  with  the  latest 
and  best  methods  of  conducting  a  one  room  rural  school. 

Students  in  the  rural  courses  will  take  observation  and 
practice  work  sufficient  to  bring  them  into  close  touch  with 
the  organization  and  management  and  also  to  demonstrate 
their  fitness  for  this  work. 

Students  in  rural  courses  need  not  necessarily  be  from  the 
country,  but  they  must  show  a  sympathy  for  and  a  genuine 
interest  in  rural  life. 

The  work  of  a  rural  teacher  is  more  than  simply  carrying 
on  the  ordinary  daily  routine  of  the  school  room.  The  work 
of  the  school  must  relate  to  the  life  of  that  community. 

The  state  legislature  enacted  a  law  permitting  the  State 
Normals  to  establish  courses  for  the  training  of  rural,  village 
and  town  teachers. 
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ELEMENTARY  RURAL  SCHOOL  COURSE 

To  enter  this  course,  tihe  student  must  have  finished  the 
eighth  grade  and  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age.  Any  prev- 
ious high  school  work  will  be  'applied  on  this  course  as  far 
as  possible.  Upon  completion  of  tlhe  required  work,  the  candi- 
date is  granted  an  Elementary  Rural  School  Certificate,  good 
for  three  years  in  the  rural  schools  of  the  state.

The  Advanced  Rural  Course  covers  two  years  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Elementary  Rural  Course,  or  its  equivalent.  On 
the  completion  of  the  Advanced  Rural  Course,  the  student 
shall  receive  a  First  Grade  Rural  State  Certificate,  and  after 
three  years'  experience  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Professional 
Rural  State  Certificate,  good  for  life.

Department  of  Mathematics 

The  courses  in  mathematics  have  been  arranged  with 
a  two-fold  object  in  view.  First,  that  the  future  teachers 
may  have  such  discipline  in  mathematics  and  such  knowl- 
edge of  proper  and  accepted  methods  as  will  make  their 
teaching  of  mathematics  more  effective ;  second,  that  the 
student  planning  more  advanced  work  in  mathematics  may 
be  prepared  to  enter  any  course  requiring  special  mathe- 
matical preparation. 

I.  ABITHMETIC:  Accuracy  and  speed  in  the  solution 
of  problems,  careful  analyses  and  accuracy  of  statements  con- 
stitute the  aim  of  this  course.  Various  classes  in  the  review 
of  arithmetic  will  be  organized  each  semester.  For  the 
benefit  of  those  attending  only  during  the  winter  months,  a 
class  may  be  organized  about  November  15  to  continue  until 
March  1. 

II.  SENIOR  ARITHMETIC:  A  course  in  methods  and 
general  review  required  for  a  senior  in  the  regular  Normal 
courses.    Nine  weeks.  First  semester.  Two  and  one-half  hours. 

III.  ALGEBRA  I:  This  course  is  arranged  for  those 
who  have  had  no  mathematics  above  arithmetic  and  extends 
through  factoring.  Five  'hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit. 
First  semester. 

IV.  ALGEBRA  II :  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Al- 
gebra I.  It  consists  of  fractions,  simultaneous  equations,  in- 
volution, evolution  and  the  more  simple  of  quadratic  equa- 
tions. Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second 
semester. 
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V.  ALGEBRA  III :  This  course  ivs  a  continuation  of  Al- 
gebra II.  It  consists  of  theory  of  exponents,  radicals,  pure, 
affected  and  simultaneous  quadratics  and  logarithms.  Graphs 
are  studied  in  connection  with  the  quadratic  equations.  Five 
hours  attendance.     Five  hours  credit.     First  semester. 

VI.  GEOMETRY  I :  Plane  Geometry.  Books  I  and  II. 
The  aim  of  the  courses  in  geometry  is  to  develop  the  ability 
to  reason  clearly  and  logically.  A  large  amount  of  original 
problems  and  construction  is  introduced  to  develop  originality 
of  thought  and  to  discourage  the  memorizing  of  demonstra- 
tions. Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First  sem- 
ester. 

VII.  GEOMETRY  II:  Plane  Geometry  completed. 
Books  III,  IV,  and  V.  Since  this  course  deals  with  similar 
figures  and  areas,  practical  problems  are  introduced.  Lectures 
on  the  history  and  development  of  geometry  are  given  during 
this  course.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit. 
Second  semester. 

VIII.  GEOMETRY  III:  Solid  Geometry.  Books  VI, 
VII  and  VIII.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  visualization 
of  solids,  rigid  demonstrations  of  theorem  and  a  thorough 
familiarity  with  the  formulae  for  the  various  areas  and  vol- 
umes. Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second 
semester. 

X.  COLLEGE  ALGEBRA:  A  thorough  knowledge  of 
Algebra  III  and  is  a  prerequisite  in  this  course.  It  is  arranged 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  student  who  will  continue  work  in 
mathematics  or  who  will  engage  in  the  study  of  other  arts 
or  sciences  requiring  an  ability  to  manipulate  intricate  equa- 
tions. Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First  sem- 
ester. 

TX.  TRIGONOMETRY-  A  thorough  knowledge  of  Al- 
gebra III  is  a  prerequisite  in  this  course.  It  includes  a  careful 
deduction  of  trigonometrical  formulae,  a  study  of  lagarithms, 
the  solution  of  problems  involving  triangles  and  a  consider- 
able amount  of  field  work.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours 
credit.    First  semester. 
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XL  SPHERICAL  TRIGONOMETRY:  Half  semester. 
Two  and  one-half  hours  credit. 

XH.  SURVEYING:  Both  land  surveying  and  leveling 
work  will  be  given.  Half  semester.  Two  and  one-half  hours 
credit. 

XIII.  ANALYTIC  GEOMETRY:  This  course  includes  a 
thorough  drill  in  co-ordinates,  the  application  of  the  expon- 
ential and  trigonometric  functions,  the  studying  of  these 
functions  by  their  graphs,  and  a  drill  in  the  employment  of 
analytic  methods.  Five  Ihours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit. 
Second  semester. 

XIV.  CALCULUS :  This  course  includes  both  different- 
ial and  integral  calculus.  Five  ihours  attendance.  Five  hours 
credit.     Second  semester. 

Department  of  Music 

PIANO 

One  lesson  per  week  of  thirty  minutes,  $18.00.  Lessons 
sihould  be  paid  in  advance.  If  a  pupil  misses  lessons  through 
prolonged  illness  or  finds  it  necessary  to  leave  school  before 
the  end  of  a  semester,  refunds  will  be  made  accordingly. 

Pianos  for  practice  may  be  rented  at  the  School.  Music 
may  be  taken  as  an  elective.  The  credit  given  depends  upon 
the  number  of  lessons  taken,  the  hours  of  practice,  and,  to 
some  extent,  upon  the  ability  of  the  pupil. 

In  the  music  department  thorough  and  systematic  in- 
struction is  offered  in  piano,  public  school  music,  harmony, 
theory,  history  of  music,  and  sight  reading.  A  junior  and 
senior  recital  in  either  voice  or  piano  is  required  before 
graduation. 

HARMONY 

Harmony  treats  of  the  principles  underlying  all  musical 
study — dictation,  melody  writing,  count ertpoint,  music  form, 
and  analysis.     Two  hours  credit. 
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HISTORY  OF  MUSIC 

This  course  treats  of  music  from  primitive  times  to  the 
present,  following  the  development  of  the  people,  instruments 
and  schools.  Students  do  research  work  and  report  to  the 
instructor  the  results  in  writing.    One  day.    Two  Ihours  credit. 

VIOCE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Yarndley 

While  a  regular  course  is  outlined  in  voice  work,  it  i* 
largely  to  indicate  the  grade  of  difficulty  rather  than  the 
specific  studies  required.  The  needs  of  each  individual  voice 
are  very  carefully  considered,  the  work  adapted  to  the  partic- 
ular needs  in  each  case,  and  the  studies  varied  accordingly. 
Graduates  in  voice  are  required  to  have  passed  the  third 
course  in  piano  and  have  completed  the  work  in  theory,  har- 
mony, sight  reading  and  musical  history.  They  are  also  re- 
quired to  give  a  public  recital  during  the  junior  and  senior 
year. 

COURSE  I.  Principles  of  singing:  Relaxation,  breath- 
ing and  tone  placing,  ease  of  production,  and  refinement  of 
tone.    Songs,  easy  grade. 

COURSE  II.  Technical  work,  continuation  of  first  year's 
work.  Ease  of  production,  quality  of  tone,  range  and  power, 
attention  given  to  formation  of  correct  habits.  Songs,  second 
grade,  selected  from  best  composers. 

COURSE  III.  Advance  studies  in  flexibility  and  velocity. 
Discrimination  to  particular  needs  of  the  voice  under  care, 
taken  in  selecting  songs. 

COURSE  IV.  Advanced  studies  in  vocalization,  phras- 
ing, and  interpretation.  Songs — English,  Italian,  and  German, 
classics  and  modern ;  oratorio  and  opera  arias. 

PUBLIC   SCHOOL  MUSIC 

COURSE  I :  This  course  especially  meets  the  needs  of 
the  teacher.  The  first  year's  work  covers  the  following: 
Rudiments  of  music,  ear  training,  sight  singing.  Second  sem- 
ester, methods  of  teaching  music  in  kindergarten,  grades  I 
to  VIII,  high  school  and  rural  school. 
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COURSE  II :  Work  offered  in  this  course  is  as  follows : 
Harmony,  sight  singing,  methods.  Opportunity  for  individ- 
ual teaching  is  given  under  direct  supervision  of  the  music 
director  and  problems  are  worked  out  by  the  class.  Chorus 
conducting  is  emphasized.    Class  five  days.    Two  hours  credit. 

Pupils  must  finish,  besides  subjects  mentioned  in  Courses 
I  and  II,  history  of  music,  two  semesters  of  glee  club  work, 
second  course  in  voice,  second  course  in  piano  for  completion 
in  ipublic  school  music  course. 

SIGHT  SINGING 

The  work  in  this  class  is  done  individually.  Simplest 
phrases  are  sung  at  first  so  that  anyone  can  study  this  sub- 
ject. The  phrases  gradually  increase  in  difficulty  and  part 
work  is  taken  up  still  to  be  done  individually. 

VIOLIN 

Mr.  Peterson 

The  violin  department  is  becoming  one  of  the  prominent 
departments  of  the  School,  and  there  is  a  growing  demand 
for  this  work.  It  is  gaining  a  reputation  throughout  the  state, 
and  students  who  wish  real  thorough  training  under  a  mas- 
ter, will  do  well  to  enroll  in  the  violin  department  of  the 
Normal. 

ORCHESTRA 

Mr.  Yarndley 

The  Normal  orchestra  the  past  year  numbered  about 
thirty  advanced  players  and  has  already  gained  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  one  of  the  v^est  college  orchestras  in  the  state. 

Credit  is  given  for  orchestra  work  the  same  as  for  any 
other  drill  subject. 

ORCHESTRA  DIRECTING 

There  is  demand  for  teachers  in  high  schools  especially 
qualified  for  taking  charge  of  an  orchestra,  such  teachers 
usually  receiving  an  additional  salary  of  ten  dollars  a  month 
and  upward.  This  School,  with  its  excellent  orchestras  and 
band,  offers  an  exceptional  opportunity  for  the  training  and 
experience  required  for  conducting. 
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EURYDICE  CLUB 

This  is  a  young  woman's  glee  club,  composed  of  thirty 
members,  and  represents  the  vocal  talent  of  the  school.  The 
highest  grade  of  music  is  sung  and  there  is  a  growing  de- 
mand for  the  appearance  of  this  organization  at  various  points 
in  this  section  of  the  state. 

Latin 

Miss  Steckelberg 

I— II.  ELEMENTARY  LATIN :  This  course  is  designed 
to  lay  a  firm  foundation  for  foreign-language  study.  The  prin- 
ciples of  pronunciation,  declension,  and  conjugation  are  care- 
fully developed  and  emphasized.  The  cultivation  of  a  feeling 
for  the  force  and  function  of  case,  tense,  and  mood  is  kept 
constantly  in  mind.  Special  attention  is,  given  to  the  acquisi- 
tion of  a  working  vocabulary,  through  the  ear  as  well  as 
through  the  eye,  and  to  Englislh  derivatives.  D'Ooge's  Latin 
for  Beginners  is  the  text  used.  First  and  second  semesters. 
Five  hours  attendance ;  five  hours  credit  each  semester.  This 
course  will  also  be  offered  in  summer  school. 

Ill — IV.  CEASAR:  Ceasar's  Commentaries  on  the  Gal- 
lic war  to  the  extent  of  four  books  or  their  equivalent  will 
be  read.  One  period  weekly  will  be  devoted  to  composition. 
Work  in  grammar,  constructions,  and  composition  will  fol- 
low in  general  the  outlines  given  in  the  Nebraska  High  School 
Manual.  Sight  translation  is  practiced  regularly.  First  and 
second  semesters.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit 
each  (semester.  This  course  will  also  be  offered  in  summer 
school. 

V — VI.  CICERO:  Six  orations  or  their  equivalent. 
This  will  include  one  or  two  orations  against  Catiline,  the 
Manilian  Law,  and  the  Defense  of  Archias;  the  remainder 
of  the  work  is  chosen  from  other  orations  and  selected  let- 
ters. Social  and  political  customs  and  conditions  bearing 
upon  the  subject  matter  will  receive  attention.  Regular 
practice  in  sight  reading.     Composition  one  period  weekly. 
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First  and    second    semesters.      Five    hours    attendance;  five 
hours  credit,  given  alternately  with  VII — VIII. 

VII— Vin.  VERGIL:  Six  books  are  read.  This  course 
serves  as  an  introduction  to  Latin  poetry  and  as  such,  aims 
to  make  the  student  comprehend  and  feel  the  essential  differ- 
ence between  Latin  prose  and  Latin  poetry.  To  that  end, 
the  study  of  metrical  form  and  diction  is  kept  ever  in  mind. 
Prosody,  poetic  constructions,  figures  of  speech,  interpreta- 
tion of  characters  and  theme,  and  the  influence  of  this  master- 
piece, upon  English  poetry  as  well  as  the  rich  background 
of  mythology  receive  careful  consideration.  First  and  sec- 
ond semesters.  Five  hours  attendance ;  five  hours  credit  each 
(semester. 

Other  course®  will  be  offered  in  this  department  if  there 
is  a  demand  for  them. 

French 

Miss   Steekelberg 

I.  ELEMENTARY  FRENCH:  The  elements  of  gram- 
mar. Special  attention  given  to  pronunciation  by  means  of 
training  in  practical  phonetics.  Study  of  regular  verbs  and 
twenty  irregular  verbs.  Daily  oral  and  written  exercises. 
Reading  of  easy  texts,.  First  semester.  Five  hours  attendance. 
Five  hours  credit.  Summer  school.  Ten  hours  attendance. 
Five  hours  credit. 

II.  ELEMENTARY  FRENCH:  Continuation  of  course 
I.  Additional  irregular  verbs.  Fraser  and  Squair,  French 
Grammar,  Part  I  completed.  Reading:  Labiche  and  Martin, 
la  Poudre  aux  Yeux;  le  Voyage  de  M.  Perrichon;  Hugo,  la 
Chute.  Special  drill  on  the  commoner  idioms  that  occur  in 
the  reading. 

III.  INTERMEDIATE  FRENCH:  Review  of  grammar 
and  phonetics.  Formal  composition  and  oral  and  written 
composition  based  on  the  text  read.  Koren's  French  Com- 
position. Reading  chosen  from  the  following :  Daudet,  le  Petit 
Chose ;  Maupassant,  Huit  Contes  choisis,  Augier  and  Sandeau, 
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le  Grande  de  M.  Poirier;  About,  le  Roi  des  Montagues; 
France,  de  Livre  de  mon  ami.  Collateral  reading.  Five  hours 
attendance,  five  hours  credit.  First  and  second  semester. 
Summer  school.    Ten  hours  attendance.    Five  hours  credit. 

IV.  INTERMEDIATE:     (Continuation  of  course  three.) 

Spanish 

Miss   Steckelberg 

I.  ELEMENTARY  SPANISH:  The  elements  of  gram- 
mar. Training  in  (pronunciation.  Practice  in  writing  and 
speaking.

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Biology

BOTANY  I.  A  general  elementary  course ;  seed  germina- 
tion; the  development  of  roots,  stems,  buds,  leaves,  flowers, 
fruits,  and  seeds,  their  morphology  and  ecological  relations. 
Three  recitations,  four  periods  laboratory,  five  credits.  Each 
semester. 

PHYSIOLOGY  AND  HYGIENE:  The  various  organs  of 
the  body  and  their  functions  are  considered  together.  The 
order  of  topics  is  as  follows :  Circulation,  respiration,  diges- 
tion, adsorption,  excretion,  bones,  muscles,  the  nervous  system, 
special  senses  and  hygiene.  The  need  of  exercise,  amount  of 
exercise  and  the  best  forms  of  exercise  as  well  as  proper 
ventilation  will  be  discussed.  Text-book;  Physiology  and 
Hygiene,  Walters. 


Geography 


I.  PHYSIOGRAPHY:  A  study  of  the  varying  struc- 
ture and  functions  of  the  different  part  of  the  earth.  Five 
hours  'attendance.     Five  hours  credit.     One  semester. 

II.  INDUSTRIAL  GEOGRAPHY:  Survey  of  the  na- 
tural resources  and  their  conservation.  Especial  attention  is 
given  to  the  industries  which  slhould  be  emphasized  in  the 
schools  of  Nebraska.  Five  hours  attendance.  Two  and  one- 
half  hours  credit.    One  quarter. 

III.  COMMERCIAL  GEOGRAPHY:  Studies  in  present 
conditions  in  the  commercial  world.  The  principles  which 
govern  production,  transportation  and  consumption  are  stud- 
ied. Five  hours  attendance.  Two  and  one-half  ihours  credit. 
One  quarter. 

Credit  for  Actual  Accomplishmnt 

EQUIVALENTS :  The  following  system  of  time  credits 
was  adopted  by  the  state  board  of  education  in  order  that 
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teachers  of  successful  experience  Who  have  pursued  lines 
of  study  While  teaching,  or  who  have  taken  work  in  absentia 
or  in  non-accredited  schools,  might  receive  due  credit  for 
the  time  required  to  complete  such  studies.  The  rigid  re- 
quirement of  a  minimum  grade  of  80  per  cent,  under  the 
uniform  state  examination,  will  prevent  the  unworthy  from 
receiving  benefits  from  this  ruling. 

WORK  IN  NON-ACCREDITED  SCHOOLS:  Students 
who  have  studied  in  nonjaccredited  institutions,  and  after- 
wards pass  a  creditable  examination  in  secondary  subjects 
under  the  uniform  state  examination  shall  be  given  credit  for 
four  weeks  attendance  for  each  credit  point  earned.  In  such 
subjects!  as  are  not  included  in  uniform  examination  the 
examination  may  be  given  by  heads  of  departments  granting 
ttccreditment.  A  credit  point  is  defined  as  one  full  study 
carried  for  one  semester  five  periods  each  week.  No  credit 
shall  be  given  for  time  on  subjects  taken  in  examination  if 
credit  is  already  given  for  attendance,  etc. 

FOR  TEACHING  EXPERIENCE :  For  teachers  exper- 
ience two  weeks  time  credit  may  be  given  for  each  year  of 
successful  experience  in  teaching  or  in  supervisory  work,  pro- 
vided that  in  no  instance  shall  more  than  sixteen  weeks 
credit  on  attendance  be  given  for  such  experience.  The  regu- 
lar nine  months'  term  shall  be  considered  as  the  standard,  but 
eight  months  may  be  considered  as  one  year  in  caisie  the  appli- 
cant for  time  accreditment  has  taugflrt  in  schools  providing 
less  than  nine  months  in  each  year. 

COUNTY  CERTIFICATE  COURSES 

Each  semester  there  will  be  offered  a  course  in  each  of 
the  five  essentials — arithmetic,  geography,  grammar,  history 
and  reading — in  order  that  students  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  prepare  for  the  county  examination. 

BACHELOR  OF  ARTS  IN  EDUCATION  DEGREE 

In  order  to  meet  this  demand  and  also  to  meet  the  de- 
mand for  a  longer  preparation  for  'high  school  teachers,  the 
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college  and  professional  courses  were  extended  in  1905  to 
cover  four  full  years  beyond  the  twelve-year  high  schools.  On 
the  completion  of  this  course  the  student  receives  the  degree, 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Education. 


Special  Courses 


Special  courses  will  be  offered  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  and  third  quarters,,  November  10  and  January  26,  and 
will  be  finished  in  nine  and  eighteen  weeks.  These  courses 
are  domestic  science,  manual  training,  bookkeeping,  penman- 
ship, agriculture,  business,  English,  arithmetic,  geography, 
grammar,  history  and  reading. 

Other  Courses  Offered 

There  are  many  special  courses  of  study  offered  in  the 
State  Normal  School,  many  of  them  special  supervisory  cour- 
ses, which  lead  not  only  to  the  first  grade  state  certificate, 
but  also  to  the  special  supervisor's  diploma.  Some  of  these 
courses  are :  High  School,  Grade  School  and  Kindergarten, 
in  addition  to  the  courses  already  outlined. 

Library 

Miss  Harris 

The  Library  now  numbers  more  than  four  thousand 
volumes  and  half  as  many  pamphlets.  The  books  are  care- 
fully selected  and  comprise  the  standard  works  for  the  use 
of  the  various  departments  as  well  as  the  best  dictionaries, 
encyclopedias,  and  other  reference  books.  Study  tables  are 
provided  for  those  who  wish  to  use  the  library  for  study. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  and  the  Young 
Women's    Christian    Association    are  volunteer  organizations 
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which    foster    a    wholesome    spirit    of  goodfellowship    in  the 
student  body. 

The  Chadron  Normal  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
was  organized  April  20,  1916.  Its  purpose  is  to  promote 
higher  ideals  of  Christian  living  among  the  young  men  in  the 
school,  work  for  a  standard  of  clean  athletics,  promote  good- 
fellowship  among  the  students,  and  interest  them  in  definite 
religious  and  social  work  for  their  fellowmen,  both  among 
the  students  and  throughout  the  world. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

The  Alice  Freeman  Palmer  Society  consists  of  thirty 
young  women  from  the  advanced  classes,  whose  purpose  is 
to  maintain  a  literary  society  of  excellent  worth  and  to  give 
its  members  practice  in  the  features  of  an  organization  that 
is  purely  acedemic  and  social.  The  meetings  are  held  bi- 
weekly and  open  meetings  occur  frequently  throughout  the 
year. 

The  Zeta  Alpha  Club  was  organized  in  the  fall  of  1917 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  school.  It  has  a  member- 
ship of  between  thirty  und  forty  young  ladies  from  the  var- 
ious classes  of  the  Normal.  By  their  earnestness  of  purpose, 
the  members  have,  in  a  short  time,  established  a  well  organ- 
ized working  club.  The  aim  of  the  club  is  to  develop  its 
members  along  social,  literary  and  parliamentary  lines,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  fitted  to  do  active  work  in  the  various 
organizations  in  which  the  women  of  this  country  are  inter- 
ested. 

THE  INFORMAL  DEBATING  SOCIETY 

The  Informal  Debating  Society  is  composed  of  students 
who  desire  to  take  part  in  the  public  discussion  of  current 
questions.  Membership  is  open  to  all  who  are  interested.  The 
society  meets  every  other  week.  Each  member  in  taking  part 
expresses  his  own  ideas  or  convictions  on  the, question  under 
discussion.  An  abundance  of  material  for  use  in  these  de- 
bates  may  usually  be  found  in  the  Library  where  the  students 
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have  access  to  a  large  number  of  magazines  and  newspapers. 
This  society  affords  an  unusual  opportunity  to  those  who  de- 
sire to  cultivate  the  ability  to  stand  >on  their  feet  and  present 
their  views  to  an  audience- 
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
